Political " Peeupect. 
our republican state conventions were 
held during the past week—in Iowa, 
Missouri, Kentucky and Massachusetts— 
_ but they leave the grand result in as 
much doubt as ever. JBlaine carried 
Iowa, Edmunds Massachusetts, and 
Grrant Kentucky and Missouri. Grant 
has now secured five instructed delega- 
tions, namely, those of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Kentucky, Missouri and Texas 
—and his friends claim a portion of In- 
diana’s vote. There is some dispute 
about the standing of the Texas deiega- 
tion, which was simply instructed to vote 
as a unit, but the better opinion places 
it in the Grant column. Grant therefore 
has about 200 delegates. Blaine has car- 
ried Maine, Rhode Island, Iowa, Kansas 
and a part of Connecticut. If we add to 
these the uninstrueted. delegation of In- 
diana, his assured vote will be in the 
neighborhood of 75. Slérman has as yet 
secured no votes that he can rely on. He 
may get from the North Carolina, Con- 
necticut and Indiana delegations a dozen 
votes, and even this small number is 
problematical. The third strongest can- 
didate is Edmunds, who will be sup- 
ported by the Vermont and Massachu- 
setts. delegations, and by a part of the 
Connecticut delegation, making 
strength at this Counting dbout 40 votes. 
These figures would indicate the easy 
nomination.of Grant, were*it not for the 
fact that his future strength mtist come 
almost wholly from the south, which will 
be solidly democratic in November. He 
can scarcely get another northern dele- 
gate outside of his own state, and even 
in Ilinois he must maintain a hard fight 
to keep Blaine from adding‘it to his list. 
This weakness in states that are repub- 
lican points te defeat in November if 
the unwritten law of the republic is vio- 
lated, and thus a-dark: shadow is cast on 
theGrant boom... Grant’s friends may be, 
and probable will be, able to force his 
nomination, but every day their fear of 
November increases. But if Grant is 
not nominated, his friends certainly will 
be able to defeat the aspirations of “the 
plumed knight.” Sherman is_ not, 
and is not likely to be, wheré the 
presidential lightning will strike him 
in any contingeney. And this 
brings the contest down to the dark 
horses—to the lot from which Hayes was 
selected in 1876 and Lincoln in 1860. 
Washburne.and Edmunds lead the dark 
horses, and if Grant for any reason loses 
the nomination, their chances are by no 
means desperate. 

On the demoeratic side not enough con- 
ventions have been held to indicate the 
drift of public sentiment. Tilden has se-' 
cured two or three small delegations, but 
his boom will not be placed on solid 
ground until after the holding of the 
New York convention, on Tuesday of 
this week. . He will undoubtedly control 
it by an overwhelming majority; but 
this will not necessarily lead on to victory 
at Cincinnati, because the general con- 
vention will be composed-in good 
part of uninstructed delegates—of men 
that assemble for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whe can most certainly lead the.

fallacy. In.so far.as taxation and usury 
are ‘concerned “most men absolutely re- 
fuse to legislate according to the rules of 
business and the suggestions of common 
sétise, and one of the results is that our 
system of taxation isthe most unjust and 
inefficient that could be desired. 

There is one consoling fact in connec- 
tion with the undervaluation of property 
which does pot seem to have occurred to 
our Thomasville contemporary or to 
property-owners themselves, namely: 
that the evil eventually works its own 
cure so far as the necessities of the state 
are concerned. Since 1873, the real in- 
crease in the value of property in 
Georgia has been, at a reasonable 
estimate, about 33 per centum, but 
the tax-books show a continual ‘de- 
crease. It so happens, however, that 
the rate of taxation is based upon the 
returns on the tax books. The state is 
compelled to raise a certain amount of 
money by taxation, and that amount 
must be paid by the property-owners 
upon the valuation of their property. 
Inevitably, the rate will be high or low 
as the valuation is low or high. The 
property-owner cannot escape by under- 
valuation, but he can work injustice to 
his neighbor who is too honest to make 
a false entry upon the tax books. To il- 
lustrate: By cafeful and prudent man- 
agement on the part of the treasurer of 
the state, the rate of taxation in Georgia 
has been reduced {rom five-tenths of one 
per centum to three-tenths of one per 
centum, and all this time the value of 
property has been apparently decreasing. 
If the returns had been honest, the rate 
to-day would be somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of one-twelfth of one per cen- 
tum. Thus the dishonesty of underval- 
uation falls, in part at least, upon those 
who foolishly believe they are swindling 
the state. They have to pay higher 
taxes upon their property, and they con- 
tribute to keep the rate high. 

Two May Magazines. 

There is something in the season that 
compels one to seek for surprises every- 
where—in the fields, in the streets, in the 
beoks and in the magazines. It isa bird 
that flutters at your feet—a vague shadow 
that flits across your path—a face that meets 
you on the pavement —a thought that hunts 
in every nook and cranny in your miad for 
the droll and the ridiculous, It is a mood 
that seems to be born of the exhiiiration 
that affects body and soul together. Thus 
in turning over the pages of the current 
number of the Atlantic Monthly, just re- 
ceived, we are strongly inclined to laughter 
by a very serious article—‘‘The Records of 
“WW. M. Hunt’—by Henry C. Angell. Itis 
serious and yet curious—a_ pathetically 
droll attempt on the part of an earnest man 
to play the part of Boswell. The result is 
so strangely and so sincerely insignificant 
that the effect is almost identical with the 
intention of those coarse  blasphemies 
against sentiment which Mark Twain's 
friends cali humor. We are continually 
expecting Mr. Angell to say: ‘Here Mr. 
“Hunt brushed a fly from h'‘s nose. and 
“then, as if suddenly remembering some- 
“ching, pulled a large grasshopper from 
“his left ear. We said nothing. 
“Here was mute evidence that he had 
“been communing with nature.’’ Mr. 
Angell does not say this, but the effect is 
the same—and yet he could not be more in 
earnest if he had epened his article with 
prayer. Itisa great pity that the most 
earnest men seem to have no sense of the 
incongruity which Emerson makes the basis 
of the comic. Almost as drollin its way is 
the review of Mark Twain’s new bcok, 
wherein the critic seems to have no idea 


congruous incongruity. If Mark Twain is 
to be considered a humorist, in what cate- 
gory are we to place Charles Lamb, Wash- 
ington Irving and Charles Dudley Warner? 
That he is a comical writer is not to be de- 
nied, but if there is any humor in his 
works that contemplation will not render 
vapid, the enjoyment thereof is still in 
store for us. Mr. Aldrich’s serial, 
“Stillwater Tragedy,’ runs along smoothly 
and effectively. In the first installment, he 
begun at the beginning; in this, the second, 
he turns around and begins at the com- 
mencement, involving a sort of literary con- 
fusion into which Mr. Howells or Mr. 
James (pronounced Jeems by his New Eng- 
It is 
easy to perceive, however, that the story is 
to be exceedingly dramatic. Mr. Aldrich 
is full of pretty conceits, and when he drops 
one into his narrative the effect is pretty 
much the same as if a mocking-bird should 
utter a new note and pause, with his feath- 
ers all ruffled, to see if it has made an im- 
pression upon his neighbor, the cat-bird. 
The short story by Mr. W. H. Bisbop, en- 
titled ‘“‘McIntyre’s False Face,’’ seems to 
have been written withcut any definite pur- 
pose. Likely enough it is a literary experi- 
ment made by the author when he was 
much younger, Our old friend Richard 
Grant White has hung up his fiddle and re- 
turned to his last. He is once more engaged 
in hammering away upon Americanisms. 
The Atlantic this month is largely devoted 
to brief book reviews, some of which are as 
fine specimens of literary hack work as can 
be found in any language, ancient or mod 
ern; but the review of recent novels is fresh, 
bright and appreciative. The alleged poetry 
in the number is worse than the stuff one 
finds in the literary weeklies of the state of 
Indiana.
